In view of all this the government 
has a largo rorce of men, under the di- 
rection of Edward Atkins, of the 
nlted States engineers' office of Bos- 
ton, constructing "sand catchers" to 
hold the shifting soil in its place. Ever 
since the memorable gale of November, 
1H98. when the sea broke through the 
beaches at Abel hill, the need of the 
' sand catchers" has become more and 
more apparent. 

These "sand catchers" are construct- 
ed of heavy planking, bolted together 
and laid In the beach In such a way as 
:o prevent the waters lifting tne 
sands and carrying them off. It Is ex- 
pensive work, even with planking, and 
already over $5,000 have been ex- 
pended in the work aud only a begin- 
ning has been made. The "sand catch- 
ers" are placed about 25 feet apart 
from low water mark to the sand 
dunes, and along the shore great boxes 
60 feet in length of varying width are 
and tilled with sand. This makes 
! a solid bulkhead and the boxes 
being practically water tight, the sand 
cannot escape. In speaking of the 
work, the engineer said that the only 
permanent way or doing the work was 
by constructing stone bulkheads. 

seems that the ice of the winter 
causes the greatest amount of trouble. 
Forming on the shore as it does, It 
cuts great holes In the beaches when 
It moves with the tides, and the sea 
then continues the work of destruc- 
tion by boring under the sand dunes 
and washing them away. The higb 
tides then rush over the beaches, a 
channel is quickly formed and thou-

s of tons of sand are carried to 
low lands and the harbor beyond 
and deposited there. 

Engineer Atkins is not altogether 
certain or the wtsdom of building the 
bulkheads of wood, for says he: 

The heavy seas kicked up by the 
winter gales, together with the great 
mountains of Ice which pile up along 
the coast, damage the wooden sand 
catchers considerably. What ought to 
be built are stone bulkheads." 

But historic Cape Cod is not the 
only coast line which has to light with 
the relentless ocean for existence. II 
seems that Great Britain Is constant- 
ly suffering from erosion by the sea, 
and that her island domain Is con- 
itantly growing less. There Is sonic 
hing alarming In the thought, but the 
statements of engineers that It takes 
hundreds and thousands of years tc 
make any appreciable difference in the 
coast line is reassuring. Wherever 
oceans or lakes roll their waters, oi 
rivers flow, there Is a steady alteration 
In the contour of the land. Some years 
the people of the middle lake 
states, and especially the territory In 
md about Chicago, were startled by 
the declaration of some wise man that 
eventually the waters of Lake Mich 
igan would sweep over its present 
boundailes aud engulf everything be 
fore it, for It Is declared that there is 
a gradual tipping of (he land In such a 
way as to in the far distant future sc 
alter the present relations of land and 
lali ■ as to cause the latter to empty Its 
mighty depths upon the land. Nc 
"sand cati hers" or stone bulkheads 
would avail In such a case, which re 
minds us thai notwithstanding tnt 
fact that the engineering skill can in 
large measure overcome and nulllfj 
the destructive forces of giant Nature, 
still after all man is but puny and 
helpless before the disintegrations and 
constant decay of the elements. Mac 
may win temporary victory, only to 
come face to face with conditions be- 
fore which he U absolutely helpless 
The "sand catchers" along the coast ol 
old Cape Cod may stay the Inroads ol 
the ocean for a time, but who can 
know what changes in the map will 
be wrought id the centuries to cornel 
The geographer of the year 6000 may 
look at the atlas of to day and marvel 
at what he may consider the inaccu- 
racies of the map makers of to-day. 
But It is comforting to think that dur- 
ing the present generation at least wi

Forty 
cases were of alleged malpractice, 
eleven of which were fatal and 21 of 
which involved criminal operations 

Six were cases involving "patent' 
medicines, the trade name of which 
could be learned bv diligent injury. 

Five of these cases were fatal. 

Four were cases where overdoses 
had been taken: three were cases 
where the preparations had been 
taken by mistake for other medicines 
and the rest were cases where the 
medicines had been left within reach 
of children, who, childlike, ate or 
drank the contents of package or 
bottle.

Farmville, Va., Dec. 19— The 
Dark Tobacco Growers' Association 
held an annual meeting at Farmville 
last Saturday. The meeting 
was opened by Congressman A. 
O. Stanley, of Kentucky. Mr. Stan- 
ley stated that he was not here to 
give advice or to talk on politi'M, but 
to talk on business, as he was 
neither a buyer nor a seller of tobac- 
but, as a congressman's duty, 
was working for the interests of the 
fanners, especially those getting 
such low prices for their tobacco. 

He spoke on the importance of or- 
ganizing a farmers' tobacco associa- 
tion. He said he would like to talk 
on the value of farming products 
and the evils of allowing the one 
trust to price our own tobacco. Mr. 
Stanley said ho would rather be a 
barefooted farmer boy on the red 
hills of Virginia that to live the life 
of John D. Rockefeller and James B 
Duke. He said that James B. Duke 
gave to the tobacco manufacturers 
twenty million dollars to secure the 
entire control of the tobacco trust, 
he tobacco trust spent four 
\ dollars to put the cornpotiting 
people out of business, and sold to- 
bacco for less than the licorice cost 
that they flavored it with. This to- 
bacco was known the world over— 
the Battle Axe. 

He said the trust had put the 
farmers so near out of a living that 
they had to buy their own tobacco 
and chew it to satisfy their own hun- 
ger- The opposition of the Ameri- 
Tobacco Company was preached 
in the pulpits as the gospel and talk- 
ed on street corners all over the 
world. The Imperial Tobacco Com- 
pany and the Continental Tobacco 
Company were organized to fight the 
American Tobacco Company with a 
capital stock of $21,000,000 each to 
pay to the retail dealers in tobacco 
if they would not patronize the 
American Tobacco Company, and 
the American Tobacco Company 
offered a larger amount than the 
latter's capital if the dealers would 
refuse to patronize the Imperial and 
Continental Tobacco Companies. 
TheAmericanTobaccoCompany tried 
also to get the right to sell tobac- 
co in Great Britian and other for- 
eign countries, but knowing that 
they were compelled to sell to the 
government before their produce 
could be admitted abroad, they dis- 
continued the fight, sending for Mr. 
Ferigo, the Italian buyer, and the 
French, Spanish and all foreign 
governments, stating that they had 
secured the Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Virginia tobacco crops, and that the 
American Tobacco Company had the 
farmers in slavery instead of paying 
them a few cents a pound profit for 
their tobacco. 

How The Trust Works 

They would send their agents to 
the farm and see the barns with 
twenty to thirty thousand pounds 
ready for sale and would make an 
offer of two to three cents a pound, 
while they are paying now on ac- 
count of the association fighting, 
eight to seventeen cents a pound, 
showing a remarkable increase since 
the organisation of this association. 

Mr. Stanley made a very import- 
ant talk on corn and wheat. He 
said he did not understand why 
Rockefeller and Duke did not con- 
trol the wheat and corn crops. 
Probably it was because they had so 
many uses that they could not be 
controlled, like tobacco. His speech 



let it hang in the bam until the 
winds of Heaven blew it back to 
the fields that it was grown on. 

A Great Organization 

In less than eight months they 
held a meeting and organized a b'>dy 
of twelve thousand farmers and 
pledged at the first meeting between 
one hundred and sixty and one hund- 
red and seventy million pounds of 
tobacco. He said he did not si . why 
Virginia could not organize more 
easily and readily than Kentucky 
and Tennessee. In closing, his speech 
Mr. Stanley thanked the ladies and 
gentlemen for their kind attention 
as this was the first chance to speak 
to the old Virginia boys.

Now Canada ha* awakened to the 
fact that she also has unsurpassed 
water-power for producing electricity 
q abundance, and that steps have 
licen taken to harness it According 
one estimate the Canadian falls can 
lie made to yield 7,000.0f)0-horse power, 
and several franchises have been 
granted for the erection of plants. 

Th>: first of the franchises so grant- 
ed was to the Canadian Niagara Pow- 
mpany, who were given a conces- 
cnabling them ultimately to pro- 
up to the maximum of 100,000- 
horsepower. Arrangements have been 
made by this company for the trans- 
mission of electricity to Toronto, a 
distance of 85 miles. The second of 
these companies is the Ontario Power 
company. This company has erected 
extensive works which have caused a 
very large area of the river bed to be 
laid tare. They have laid pipes some 
500 feet long and 18 feet in diameter, 
> carry the water from Dufferln 
lands to their power house below the 
falls. It la the Intention of the com- 
pany that there shall ultimately be 
three of these pipes, each to carry 
water sufficient to generate 50,000 elec- 
trical horse power. The third of these 
companies Is the Electrical Develop- 
ment company, of Ontario, of whom 
one of (he moving spirits is Mr. Wil- 
liam Mackenzie, the president of the 
Canadian Northern railway. 

The history of the development of 
electricity by water-power on the 
Canadian side of the falls Is c'osely 
connected with the founding of the 
■ Queen Victoria Niagara Falls Park." 
The credit of suggesting a system of 
national parks for both sides of the 
Falls belongs to the late Lord Duf- 
ferin. who, when governor general of 
Canada, advocated the Bcheme which 
has since been carried out. In the 
case of the "Queen Victoria Niagara 
Falls Park," the government of On- 
tario provided that the cost of the 
lands to be acquired therefor, as well 
tie Improvement and maintenance 
of the same, should be provided by the 
park commissioners from the revenues 
undertakings to be created and 
developed within the park limits. This 
imposed upon the commissioners the 
poll-y of granting certain franchises 
in order to procure the necessary ' 
come, the most important of which 
granted to ceitain power com- 
panies to take water from the Niagara 
iver above the falls, for the purposa 
of generating electricity for transmis- 
ion beyond the park. These con- 
essions have given rise to some criti- 
cism, on the ground that the natural
